NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —  (BP)  —  Southern  Baptists 
gained  613,190  in  Sunday  school  enrolment  in  1954  to  set 
an  all-time  record  in  denominational  gains,  according  to  a 
report  released  this  week  by  J.  P.  Edmunds,  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  statistician.  The  gain  was  a  10.7  per 
cent  increase  over  1953,  and  brought  the  denomination's 
Sunday  school  enrolment  to  6,372,318.  The  report  climaxed 
a  -Convention-wide  Sunday  school  campaign  directed  by 
J.  N.  Barnette,  secretary  of  the  Sunday  school  department 
of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.  The 
increase,  Edmunds  said  was  107,000  greater  than  the  combined  gain

After 
the  war  anything  foreign  was 
popular  —  particularly  if  it  came 
from  the  U.  S.  A.  This  country 
had  won  the  war  —  it  must  be  a 
a  great  nation!  I  was  told  that  in 
these  days  you  just  had  to  an¬ 
nounce  a  foreign  speaker  and  the 
people  came!  And  they  wanted  to 
follow  along  the  desires  of  their 
new  lords.  And  so  the  Gospel  had 
a  sort  of  statistic  progress.  But  j 
there  were  in  most  cases  only  ' 
superficial  reactions,  not  ex- 1 
periences  of  regeneration  by 
grace.  And  now  the  attitude  to¬ 
wards  America,  is  quite  differ-  ; 
ent.  The  country  is  not  so  pop¬ 
ular  any  more.  And  with  the  i 
vanishing  popularity  of  America, 
th e-mass  interest  in  Christianity 
vanished.  For  the  average  Jap-  1 
anese  identifies  Christianity  with  } 
America.  To-day  less  than  0.6  j 
percent  of  the  Japanese  are  I 
Christians  and  of  those  less  than  I

Southern  Baptists  sre  the  fastest  growing  major  denomination 
in  the  United  States.  Since  1944.  their  membership  has  increased 
from  5,667,926  to  8,182,305  in  1954,  a  gain  of  44  per  cent.  Sunday 
school  enrolment  increased  from  3,372,909  to  6.372,318,  a  gain  at 
89  per  cent;  Training  Union  enrolment,  an  organization  for  the 
training  of  church  members,  increased  from  759,885  to  2,073,371,  a

Church  membership  increased  296,289,  a  gain  of  3.8  per  cent 
over  1953,  to  reach  a  total  of  8,182,305.  A  gain  of  403  churches 
brought  the  total  number  of  churches  to  29,899. 

The  29,899  churches  reported  396,757  baptisms,  a  gain  of 
9.7  per  cent  over  1953,  and  total  gifts  of  *305,573,654,  a  gain  of 
9.6  per  'cent.  Mission  gifts  were  reported  as  *52.926,157,  a  gain 
of  9.3  per  cent.  Total  per  capita  gifts  were  *37.35;  and  mission  per 
capita  gifts,  *6.47.

members  as  Christians.  In  most 
State  churches,  and  others,  the 
idea  of  personal  regeneration  is 
never  mentioned  because  it  Is 
not  believed.

selves  to  this  task,  the  Impact 
of  which  may  move  the  nation 
nearer  to  the  Lord  and  give 
further  impetus  to  the  evangelis¬ 
tic  spirit  which  is  spreading  a- 
mong  our  fellow  Christians  of 
other  denominations. 

The  contribution  of  Southern 
Baptists  in  this  field  of  evan¬ 
gelism  may  prove  to  be  our 
greatest  in  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury.

give  ourselves  to  ardent  prayer 
and  consecrated  and  even  sacri¬ 
ficial  service  at  this  time. 


in  the  home  parents  should  make 
it  easy  for  the  pastor  to  talk 
with  them  privately.  This  is  to 
be  done  by  magnifying  the  pas¬ 
tor  in  conversation  from  time  to 
time  so  as  to  lead  their  children 
to  honor  him.  When  he  comes 
it  is  sometimes  wise  for  the 
mother  to  leave  the  room  while 
he  talks  to  the  children.  This  is 
especially  wise  when  there  are 
unsaved  youngsters  in  the  home. 
1  found  it  wise  when  I  was  a 
pastor  to  arrange  with  a  mother 
for  me  to  call  at  a  certain  time 
and  have  an  unsaved  daughter 
meet  with  me  and  after  a  few 
minutes  the  mother  would  leave 
the  room  on  some  pretext  so  1 
could  talk  privately  with  the 
daughter  about  her  salvation. 
Many  souls  have  been  won  to 
Christ  by  this  plan.  In  a  long 
and  reasonably  successful  pas- 


nity  ever  has  been  afforded 
them  than  the  simultaneous  cru¬ 
sades  planned  for  1955.  It  all 
but  staggers  the  imagination  to 
think  of  the  potential  of  this 
movement,  when  "all  the  estates 
of  Zion”  are  asked  to  throw 
themselves  full  length  into  'the 
primal  tasks  of  witnessing  to  the 
saving  grace  of  our  Lord  and  the 
calling  of  the  people  to  repent¬ 
ance,  faith,  and  confession.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  every  pastor, 
denominational  worker,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary,  ministerial  stud¬ 
ent,  as  well  as  all  laymen  (which 
includes  the  women)  will  feel  a 
direct  responsibility  and  plan 
to  make  a  personal  contribution 
to  this  mighty  movement. 

From  time  to  time  our  colleges 
make  time  available  for  their 
athletes  to  be  away  from  school.
